NATURAL RESOURCES 

To the Editor of The POST 

Sir, — In your paper of Ja- 
nuary 16 an article appeared 
on the natural resources of our 
country. The list contained 
Kaolin, Phosphates and other 
mineral resources. 

It, however, omits our prin- 
cipal resource — the sun — 
which enables us, through the 
process of photosynthesis, ‘to 
produce crops the whole year 
round, provided we supply the 
plant-food. 

In Washington, DC. as part 
of the tLegisiative Reference 
Service of the US. Congress, 
there is an Office in charge of 
Natural Resources of the 
country. The senior specialist 
of this body is studying the 
practical application of photo- 
synthesis to the arid states of 
Utah. Arizona, Texas and Ne- 
vada, and is experimenting 
with hydroponics. 

In your issue of January 25 
appeared two articles which 
confirm the importance of pho- 
tosynthesis. Sebastian Haffner 
stresses. the fact that photo-

They were very keen on 
getting water, for, since 1937, 
when they first settled in a 
fortified camp on the crest of 
a dry hill, no adequate water 
source could be found suffi- 
ciently close by to permit in- 
tensive farming. In winter, 
after the rain, the place was 
covered in deep mud. But the 
people of Moledet are stub- 
born and resourceful and they 
overcame this by spreading 
crushed basalt stone, 

They had the plans and the 
money ready late last sum- 
mer, and worked franticaily 
to get the dam finished before 
the rains. When the work was 
almost completed, the heavy 
December rains began. The 
water soon overflowed, and 
broke the dam. Every ablie- 
bodied man in the settlement 
worked in pouring rain for 
hours to stop the gap. 


Now they are building a 
pipe-line to the top of the 
hill to irrigate the fields near 
their homes. Fish are to be 
bred in the pond — they eat 
mosquitoes as well as provid- 
ing food for the settlers. The 
dam itself is to be raised 50 
centimetres, and in this way 
ancther 30,000 cubic metres of 
water can de stored. 

Similar dams are planned 
all over the country. Four are 
already in operation, two of 
them in the Negev. Future 
development will depend on 
experience gained next sum- 
mer.
